Two blows at speeding motorists 
who have claimed sixty-three victims

Increase the workers’ wages. 

Workers Face Stinnes. .

CHERBOURG, Feb. 5.—“ I told the 
inhabitants of St. Pierre et Miquelon 
that France would not trade their af- 
fection and glory for gold,“ said Alber: 
Sarraut, the French minister of colo- 
nies, on his arrival on the Berengaria 
here today. 

These hardy 4,000 French men and 
women are profoundly attached to 


France and they bravely did their duty 
during the war. They are of pure 
French descent, mostly Bretons and 
‘Bearnaise. However, these excellent 
patriots had commenced to doubt their 
native country. An American cam- 
paign had made them believe that 
France, having need of money, would 
sell them to America. 

“ And did they believe that?” French 
interviewers asked. 

“They believed it so thoroughly,” 
replied M. Sarraut, “that on the day 
of my arrival they received me coldly. 
They imagined that I came to confirm 
the unhappy news.” 

“What did vou say to them?’ in 
quired the interviewers. 

“I told them that France did not 
sell Frenchmen, that she would not

_ BEWARE A LEAK IN HE. 


Ain revising the present 3 per cent quota tm- 
shigration act is about to issue from the house 
on immigration. If advance notices of 
! nature of the bill are correct, the house must 
be on guard against any possibility of starting a 
leak in the present dike which may flood this 
country with undesirable aliens. 
The new bill, we are informed, would reduce the 
Present quota of immigration from 3 per cent of 
foreign-born persons of a nationality resident in

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the United States in 1910, to 2 per cent. That 


would seem to be à closer restriction than at pres- 
ant, and possibly might commend the bill to some. 
But supplementary provisions would exempt vari- 
dus classes from such restrictions. 
It modeled after the Vaile bill, as reported, these 
exemptions would open the door to any uumber 
of aliens upon a simple declaration which might 
or might not be perjured. The most undesirable 
immigrants would be the readiest to commit such 
perjury to gain admittance. We do not want such 
persons in this country, and we do not want a law 
which would open a method of entrance to them. 
The 3 per cent quota law unquestionably is 
G@rastic and inflexible. At times it works some in- 
justice. But this very inflexibility tends to pre- 
vent abuse by foreigners who Wish to settle in 
America. Between hardship imposed upon such 
foreigners and danger imposed upon American life 
and standards, justice to American citizens would 
that the hardships be upon those seeking 
te come in rather than upon those already here. 
—— Setectnity: is temoved, danger 
„ totequers through 
the 3 per cent law can de reduced without re- 
thoving inflexibility. It can be done by requiring 


American consular agents to examine prospective | 


immigrants. Thus undesirables can be warned 
they leave their home lands that the journey 
‘useless because they cannot enter. But even

REORGANIZING OUR 
FOREIGN SERVICE. 


It is hoped the present congress will not fan to 
pass the Rogers bill reorganizing the diplomatic 
and consular services so as to bring them together 
as one unified instrument of representation. 

At present we retain the European distinction 
between diplomatic and consular service, which 
prevents close codperation and in all but excep- 
tional cases shits out of the former men who are 
best fitted for it by training and experience. The 
distinction, to begin with, is not democratic. We 
do not put trade on a lower social plane than pol: 
itics, and the men who are sent abroad to represent 
our commercial interests are of as high a class as 
to education, birth, or breeding as the run of our 
diplomats. 

For a long time both services were merely polit- 
ical spoils, but for a generation there has been a 
more or less persistent effort to take both out of 
politics and make them professional. The consular 
service has been pretty well rescued and also some 
considerable part of the diplomatic service, though 
Mr. Bryan’s choice of deserving Democrats as min- 
isters was a setback. Mr. Hughes has recovered 
that lost ground and appointments have been more 
than ever on the basis of professional fitness and 
service under his régime. 1 

If we can now go forward to a unified organiza- 
tion, which will provide for exchange in the two 
branches according to merit, our diplomacy can 
draw upon experience in the consular service, and 
our consular service can draw on a still better 
grade of aspirants, since the way to high repre 
sentative posts will be opened to ambition, ability, 
and industry. 

America’s foreign. relations are going to be of 
increasing importance and we cannot afford to 
have our interests in the hands of ignorant, erude, 
and untraihed men, given jobs for party service. 
Party service must be paid for, but not at the 
expense of important public service.

this phase of the problem is that of the sound 
development of representation on a professional | 
expert level, and here is where the Rogers bill is | 
called for. Our foreign interests are almost wholly | 
commercial and almost all our diplomatic problems 
rise out of commercial contacts. Our diplomats, | 
therefore, ought to have training in studying and | 
handling commercial problems, and the very best 
preparations for effective American diplomacy is | 
in the consular service. 


There ig another reason why it is the best prep- 
aration. The consular official is engaged in defend- 
ing our laws and regulations and looking for open- 
ings for American interests. If he is zealous and | 
competent, he develops an alertness and an aggres- 
sive nationalist viewpoint, which, we think, will 
help him to serve American interests in @ diplo-,, 
matic post. He is not so likely, to develop the | 
ridiculous inferiority complex which marks the 
attitude of so many of our diplomats who fall such 
easy victims to the blandishments of European | 
official life. We do not say there are no snobs or 
climbers in the consular service, There are oo. 
suls who patronize or hy their countrymen after | 
the manner of expatriates. But in the main, we | 
think, the experience of consular work tends to 
keep a self respecting Americanism alive and 
should sive us more diplomats who respect their | 
own country and are disposed firmly to protect 
and ‘advance her interests. 

This reform involves the question of higher pay | 
and more liberal allowances. It is not economy | 
for this country to refuse a. living wage to its rep- | 
resentatives abroad. Me cannot afford to shut aut 
competent men from important places in the for- 
eign service because they have no private | fortune 
to eke out the deficiency of official pay. We do 
not want ambassadorships confined to multi. 
millionaires or secretaryships to rich young men |

with a liking for European society. 
In short, our foreign service should be organized | 
strictly on the basis of Americanism and profes- 
sional fitness. The Rogers bill will take us toward 
that end and should be enacted at this session.
